C.F.R. 1 .703(a) reduced by 1 50 days of Applicant delay pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .704. The

10/9/2009. The Notice of Allowance was then withdrawn and a Non-Final Rejection was mailed 
on 5/14/2010. The Non-Final Rejection states that it is responsive to the communication on 
9/15/2009. A delay pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.703(a)(3) exists because this Non-Final Rejection 
was mailed more than four months after the RCE was filed on 9/1 5/2009. The delay should have 
been calculated from 1/16/2010 (the date that is a day after the 4-month period following the 
filing date of the RCE) to 5/14/2010 (the mailing date of the Non-Final Rejection). This delay is 
1 19 days (not 0 days). 

The Applicant respectfully submits that in view thereof, the correct number of days of 
patent term adjustment is seven hundred and four (704) days [(735 + 119 = 854) days of Office 
delay reduced by 150 days of Applicant delay].
